Press, Windsor House, for damages’ for alleged libel, denied at the 
Supreme Court this morning that he was not so much interested in 
clearing his reputation as in acquiring an award of damages. 


Mr Hood, who was replying to 
during cross-examination, declared that

Plainiffs claim is .for 
damages for libel allegedly 
contidned in an article headed 
“Sailors on blockade runner 
muuny, take ship to Taiwan,” 
and published in the Hongkong 
Tiger Standard on August 16, 
1951. Defendimts are alleged, 
in that article, to, have printed 
and published or caused to be 
printed and published, matter 
defamitory to the plaintiff, 


Plaintiff claims that by reason 
of the publication complained of 
he had suffered a loss of curn- 
ings at the rate of $2,000 per 
month and In addition sub- 
sistence allowance at the rate ot 
8500 per month. He olso claims 
special damages for loss of 
Carnings and subsistence allow- 
fnee at the rate of $2,600 per 
month from November 15, 1951, 
and for general damages. 


Yesterday, plaintiff testified 
that the 5s Capela, of which he 
was master at the time, was 
cleared from Hongkong for Kobe 
and that he did not receive any 
instructions contrary ‘o that, 
and had no intentlon of going to 
any port In Communist China.
